CLOSING THE LANDTAG. 

BERLIN, July 5.—King William in his speech 
closing the Prussian Landtag, congratulated 
the members upon the numerous internal 
reforms they had accampUshed inthe five 
years of their sitting, all ot whichhad re- 
sulted in benefit to the people of Prussia. 


The period has also beeh marked by the ab- 
sorption of the Island of Heligoland. Re- 
ferring to the drought and the scarcity of 
grain and fodder, the King said that meas- 
ures would be takemto remedy the scarcity, 
while at the same time help would be ex- 
tended to agriculturists. 


THE PRESS ON THE KAISER’S SPEECH. 
BERLIN, July 5.—The Tageblatt, Radica 
Unionist, calls the Emperor's speech to the 

Reichstag a special ‘plea for the army bill. 
The Vossiche Zeitung, Radical, says the 
speech confirms the former. opinion of Rad- 
icals that the reduction of the original de- 


mands of the bil: was possible. The writer 
regrets that the Emperor omitted to give the 
assurance that no new taxes should be im- 
posed on the less wealthy classes. In this 
direction,’’ says the writer, the Reichstag 
must insist upon more binding pledges.’’ 


ENCOURAGING IMMIGRATION. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, July 5.— With a view to 
encourage immigration into the Canadian 
Northwest from the Western States the Gov- 
ernment has decided toabolish the customs 


regulation which now provides that incom- 
ing settlers must own their stock and certain 
other effects one year before, leaving the 
United States. Additional inspection ports 
have also been placed along the boundary 
with a view to facilitating the entry of im- 
migrants into the country. 


REPRESENTS EMPEROR WILLIAM. 
Loxpon, July &.—Prince Henry of Prussia, 
brother of Emperor William, who will rep- 
resent his majesty at the wedding to-morrow 
ofthe Duke of York and Princess May of 


Teck, arrived in London to-day. He was met 
atthe Victoria Station by members of the 
royal family and detachments of troops, and 
was at once escorted to Buckingham Palace. 
Prince Henry is accompanied by his wife, 
Princess Irene. l

Speculation on the Probable Repeal of 
the Sherman Law-Call for Conven- 
tions of Friends of the White Metal at 
St. Louis and Chicago — Colorado 


Mines. 


New York, July 5.—Silver opened strong 
and higher at 75 at the New York Stock Ex- 
change to-day. It closed at 72 Monday. The 
behavior of the market since the President's 
announcement of the call for an extra ses- 
sion confirms many in the opinion that in the 
panicy state of affairs prevailing last week 
the price of silver was unnaturally depressed 
and that the repeal of the silver act of 1890 
would not cause such a disastrous decline in 
the price ofthe white metal as was at first 


anticipated. 

All the news which has been received from 
the West indicates that the mine-owners and 
smelters have been greatly encouraged by 
the advance which has thus far taken place, 
and that they now believe the situation is by 
no means as desperate as was supposed a 
few days ago. 

Reports that the silverites have taken steps 
to organize fora bitter fight against the re- 
peal of the Sherman act have led many to be- 
lieve that such action by Congress is by no 
means certain to follow immediately upon its 
assembling.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 5.—The American 
Bimetallic League has issued the following 
callfor a National convention, to be held in 
Chicago, beginning Aug. 1, and continuing 
as long as may be directed by the conven- 
tion, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 4, 189%.—The recent 
culmination of eventsofthe greatest noment to the 
people of this country calls for wise counsel and de- 
termined action on the part of all patriotic citizens. 
A concentrated purpose is manifest to seize upon 
the present o 17 to destroy silver as money 
aod to establish finally and forever the single gold 
standard, and at one stroke to change all debts to 
gold debts, with a never-ending rise of gold and fall 
of prices. A financial disturbance, largely arti- 
ficialand needless, has been created aean object 
lesson, and falsely attributed to the present silver 
law, in order out of it to create a manifestation 
of public sentiment; under cover of which the 
greater crime of overthrowing the money ofthe 
Constitution and establishing the single gold stand- 
ard may be consummated. 48 a rt of the same 
great conspiracy, the mints of India have been 
closed and the shock is felt around the world, Con- 
gress has been called to meet in extra session on 
Aug, 7. If at this sessien the money standard of the 
Constitution is overthrown and the single gold 
standard is finally estabiished, to be extended over 
the world, an economic revolution will have been 
inaugurated more disastrous to the welfare of man- 
kind, and especially to the producing and laboring 
Classes, than any in the history of the world.

There was a short conflict between the

When the can- 
vass was begun the first effect of the anti-silver 
blow was still felt, and there was a mani/est fear on 
the partefthe silver mcn that the Sherman law 
would be repealed. Gradually the fear gave way to 
— and jn turn this has been supplanted by de- 

ance. 

In the House it would seem that the repeal can be 
accempiished more easily. The members of that 
body come in more direct contact with the people 
who are now loudly demanding, that this law, or at 
least that clause in it which requires the purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces of silver each month, shall be 
wiped from the statute books. In the House, thero- 
fore, the popular feeling is more likely to be feit. 
But even there, without a more stringent set ef 
rules, the will of the majority can be held in check 
by ülibustering. This subject has not yet been 
seriously considered, but though a direct cloture 
rule may not be carried, there can be little doubt 
that a method will be adopted by which the majority 
can speedily carry their desires into effect and 
shoulder the responsibility which they are willing to 
accept. 


CANKOT COLLECT ACCOUNTS. 
PUERLO, Colo., July 5.—The effect of the 
silver trouble is already beginning to manli- 
fest itself in a startling manner in com- 
mercial circles. Collectors find it almost im- 
possible to secure payment of even the 
smaliest accounts, the stringency being far 


greater than has ever before deen ex- 

erlenced in Pueblo. The appearances in- 

icate that even creditors who have money 
sufficient to meet the demands upon them 
are refusing ment in order to hoard what 
little ready money they now possess. There 
is a general feeling, which is no doubt more 
the result of lack of confidence than any- 
thing else, that Colorado is on the verge of 
an extremely critical period, and the effect 
is to withdraw money from circulation in 
anticipation of a time when it will be needed 
far more than now.

One Skull Fractured With a Brickbat—

WILMINGTON, Del., July 5.—A riot occurred 
atthe railroad station near Kirkwood last 
night which culminated in the probably fatal 
shooting of Wm. Benson and ‘the injury of 
several others. Thousands of persons were 
returning from the races of the Maple Valley 
Trotting Association. A fight arose between 
George Anderson, colored, and several oth- 
ers, during which razors glistened and brick- 


bats flew. One negro drew a revolver. State 
Detective McVey attempted to quell the dis- 
* He was assisted by Sergts. Shields 
an lley of the police force. o police- 
men were assaulted’ by the negroes, who 
drew revolvers and razors and hurled brick- 
bats at them. 


Several others were fearfally slashed with 
razors. Carter Buck, Lewis Henson, Richard 
Segars and George Anderson, all negroes 
were arrested and locked up on the charge of 
attempted murder. 


DYNAMITERS AT SEVILLE. 
SEVILLE, Spain, July 5.—This city was ina 
state of constant alarm all last night, and 
many of the prominent official residents 
dared not seek their beds, fearing their resi- 
dences would be blown up. The excitement 
was due to the fact that Anarchists or 


other lawless persons were at work in 
various parts of the city, causing the ex- 

losion of petards. Notwithstanding the ex- 

raordinary vigilance of the police no arrests 
were made, andthe people are in fear and 
trembling lest to-night shall bring a repeti- 
tion of the outrages. In one part of the city 
a bottle containing dynamite exploded on a

HOW CROPS LOOK. 


Wheat Will Fall Below the Average, But 
Corn May Beat the Record, 


The New York WORLD prints reports from 
special correspondents from various points 
in the States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Texas, Kansas, 
Nebraska, Iowa, Michigan, Wistonsin, 
Minnesotg, North Dakota and South Dakota 
on crop conditions. Of the 535,949,000 bushels 
of wheat in the crop of 1892—Government re- 
port—these St@&tes produced over 890,000,000 
bushels. They produced practically all the 
corn crop. The reports show: 

1. That the wheat crop will be much below 
the average. 

2. Thatthecorn crop will be enormous, 
and if weather conditions continue good, 
will probably be the largest ever raised. 

3. That the acreage of oats, barley, rye and 
similar grains has increased and that the 
crop will be large. 

4. That the hay crop ie everywhere above 
the average. 

5. Thatthe wheat crop is generally poor, 
and in many cases a total failure. 

6. That the general condition of the a gri- 
cultural section is excellent, the outlook 
8 and the farmers cheerful and 

opeful. 

The partial failure of the wheat crop has 
been foreseen. It is due chiefly to unfavor- 
able weather last winter. ‘The heaviest 
damage is in Kansas, where in nearly thirty 
counties the crop is a total failure. The 
State’s yield will be, it is alleged, but 40 per 
cent of an average. This means a reduction 
of over 40,000,000 bushels in the crop in that 
State alone, for Kansas is the greatest wheat 
country in tre world. Its production last 
ear was over 70,000,000 Dushels. Illinols and 
fissouri wheat also sufferec heavily from 
the same cause. 

Spring wheat has been greatly damaged in 
North Dakota and some other sections by 
drought. This has been Droken within a day 
or two and the outlook is improving. 

Another element in the reduction of the 
wheat crop is the decreased acreage, due to 
farmers aDan‘ioning its culture on account 
of low prices and putting in barley, oats 
and other grains instead. 

The Pacific States report increased acreage 
and good prospects. The same is true of 
Manitoba and the Northwest Territories. In 
Canada the crop will be about as usual. 

There has been much doubt aboutthe corn 
crop, owing to reports of unfavorable 
weather and damage by insects, but indica 
tions now are that the crop is fairly out of 
danger and promises to an immense 
one. From every section there come the 
most enthusiastic reports onthiscrop. The 
only danger to it isthe improbable one ofa 
long - continued spell of generally unfavor- 
abie weather. 

Oats promise more thanan average crop, 
with increased acreage. They share with 
corn the enthusiastic admiration of the rural 
correspondents. 

Barley seems to have been planted more 
freely than usual, Sane the place of wheat 
in 3 localities, and the yield promises 
well. 

Kye cuts a small figure in the grain market, 
but the erop will be good. 

Clover and timothy, which form the bulk 
of the vast hay crop of the country. are al- 
most uniformly reported to hade made first- 
class crops. This may have more widespread 
importance than willat first appear, should 
the drought abroad continue, and the ex- 
porting of hay, already begun, increase to 
any great extent. Other grasses have done 
well and pasturage is generally reported 


good. 
General disaster seems to have come to the 
fruit crop through the Central and Southern 
West. Apples especially are a failure. Bad 
weather in the blooming season damaged the 
buds, and even where fruit formed it is now 
dropping from the trees. Tobacco in Ohio, 
Kentucky and Tennessee promises an aver- 
age * Potatoes vary greatly in different 
States, but the prospect is for a smaller crop 
than usual. Other root crops are doing well. 


REAL ESTATE NEWS. 


Decline in Building and Price of Materia 
in Chicago. 


A topic discussed at the Real Estate Ex- 
chan ge tiis morning was the drop in all 
building materialin Chicago. and the fact 
that there has been no drop in building ma- 
terlalsin St. Louis, nor is there likely to 
be while bullding keeps up at its 
present rate. Chicago building statistics 


show that the amount of building done dur. 
ing the first six months of the cl an year 
was just $10,694,505 less than the building done 
during the corresponding period of 1892. 
The statistics show that during the first six 
months of 1892 Chicago built 6,716 buildings 
valued at $28,840,400 and that for the corre- 
sponding period this year there were 4,863 
buildings erected at a cost of 318, 
235,895. While the amount of bullding 
going on in St. Louis is small compared with 
these figuresthe building statistics for St. 
Louis show no falling off, but rather an in- 
which proves thecity to be in a 
healthy state of development. The cro 
in the prices of building materia 
in Chicago is something remarkable. A short 
time ago brick in Chicago was selling at $10 a 
thousand, stone at $12 and $i4a co while 
magons and plasterers were paid from 60 to 
70 cents an hour an were hard- 
ly to de had at that. rice. 
To-day common brick is selling at $4.50 to 
$5.50 a thousand and building stone which 
sold at $11 and $12 last fall can now be had at

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ED BUTLER’S BID. 


What He Wants for Removing the St. 
Louis Garbage—City Hall News. 

Aspecial meeting of the Board of Health 
was held this afternoon to take action on the 
proposition submitted by garbage Con- 
tractor Ed Butler to remove the garbage 
temporarily between July 7 and the date the 
contracts under the new garbage law will go 


into effect. 

Mr. Butler was asked to state the price per 
day he would charge and intimated at the 
meeting Monday afternoon that he would 
want $5 per day for his single carts and 88 
per day for the double ones, 

This was considered a pretty stiff price and 
an effort is being made to have him cut down 
these figures. 

Mr. Butler stated that at present he had 
twenty-five single and fifty-nine double carts 
engaged inthe business. At the above fig- 
ures this would mean a total cost to the city 
of $597 per day. 

This figure Mr. Butler says, could not be 
taken asa basis forestimating the annual 
cost as it would not necessary, except in 
mid-summer, to havea daily removal, nor 
would the contractor in the winter time have 
to remove about 400 tons per day as at pres - 
ent. Still, it shows that Mr. Butler’s figures 
for the year, if he makesa bid under the 
new law, will not fall far short of $150,000 per 
annum, as he has alreaay stated. The board 
went into executive session to consider the 
figures fora temporary removal. 


City Hall Commission. 


Although the law creating the new City 
Hall Commission has not gone into effect yet 
an informal meeting of the members was 
held this morning in the Mayor’s office. 


There were present, Mayor Wal- 
bridge, Comptroller Sturgeon, Presi- 
dent McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements, President Nagel of the 
Counciland Building Commissioner Reid. 
Speaker Townsend wasabsent. These gen- 
tlemen compose the commission and,in ad- 
dition to them, Mr. George R. Mann, the 
supervising architect, was also present. The 
Mayor stated that Mr. Mann was 
a bout to leave the city ‘to-day 
to be gone until August, and the object of 
the meeting was merely discuss in an in- 
formal manner new City ll affairs. 

Mr. Mann said that work on the new build- 
ing was progressing satisfactorily, and as 
the financial probiem for the summer had 
been solved, he had no apprehension for the 
future ofthe work.

the Poor-house appropriation fund could be 
partly used at Quarantine for the benefit of

Mr. Nagel thinks no one would press a 
solution of these questions when it was evi- 
dent that the Board of Health had to do 
something to relieve the present crowded 
condition of the Poor-house. The whole 
matter, however, will be determined at the 
next meeting of the board.

CICERO HARRISON. 


The Mystery of the Old Man’s Fate Re- 
eeives No Solution. 


New York, July 5.—The loss of all trace of 
the woman who claimed to be the daughter 
of Cicero Harrison seems to deepen the 
mystery of the disappearance of the wealthy 
old gentleman while on board the steamer 
Guyandotte on its last trip from Norfolk to 
this city, as told in telegrams to last Sun- 
day’s Post- DISPATCH. 

The woman in the case gave the name of 
Mrs. Mary Oliver, and said that she is Harri- 
son’s widowed daughter. They took passage 
last Thursday at Norfolk for New York, and 
while on the voyage Mr. Harrison suddenly 
disappeared, and also, the woman claims, a 
valise in which the old gentleman carried 
securities valued at $100,000. This valise Mr. 
Harrison had when they went from the Bos- 
ton steamer to the Hotel Gladstone in Nor- 
folk. He went out to get shaved after they 
reached the hotel, and then came back and 
wrote some letters. When he went to post 
the letters he took the valise with him, and 
this, Mrs. Oliver says, is the last time she 
saw it. When he came back from posting the 
letters he said he had made the valise all 
right, and tapped his waistcoat pocket to in- 
dicate that the check for his fortune was 
there. Mrs. Oliver asked him to give her the 
check, but he replied that he would take Care 
ofit himself. Tnen he went away again and 
Mrs. Oliver saw nothing more of him until 
she met him on board the Guyandotte about 


Harrison went aboard the steamer 
t 8 p. m., sailing time — 7:80. He 
ee only one ticket, saying nothing about 
his daughter nor that he expected anybody 
to sail witn him. 

When she reached the boat she found her 
companion, and he gave her the money with 
which to buy herticket. She said they had 
supper together, and that Mr. Harrison at 9 
o’clock complained of feeling badly and went 
to his berth. It did not occur to her to ask 
im if the valise containing the securities 
was on board, although she had been in the 
habit of looking after the details of the trav- 
eling herself. she said nothing, in fact, 
about the valise until the next morning, 
when it was ascertained that Harrison was 
not on the ship and it was discovered that 
the valise also was missing. 

The theory of the ship’s — ge was that 
Harrison, during the night, had become sea- 
sick, and going to the rail of the ship had 
lost his balance and fallen overboard. They 
say the valise withthe supposed treasure in 
it was never brought aboard. 

Mrs. Oliver hinted at foul play and on Sat- 
urda v last took the train for Norfolk, as she 
claims, to look up the valise. But she did 
not putin an appearance at any of the 
hotels in Norfolk, and it is believed did not 
go there. In fact, she, too, has disappeared. 
A telegram from Norfolk says: A man and 
woman came here last Thursday morning on 
the steamship Essex, from Boston. Twenty 
minutes after the Essex made her landing 
the woman, accompanied bya man whose 
identity cannot be learned, went into the 
Gladstone Hotel and registered as Mrs. 
OC. Harrison,“ she herself placing the name 
on the register. The unknown man — 
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the clerk that Mrs. Harrisons husband 
would soon be along, dut the aged man did 
not appear until 4 o’clock that afternoon 
and then he did not register. Neither did 
he ask for his wife. He merrily asked for 
Mrs. C. Harrison and was shown into the 
parlor where the woman was seated. When 
heappeared at the hotel he did not have the 
mysterious Dlack bag. After he had con- 
versed witn the woman foran hour the two 
left for the Old Dominion wharf to take the 
steamer for New York. The man went 
there direct, but the woman did not. she 
went up Main street and bought a new col- 
lar for the old man. The old man bought 
two tickets from the office in this city, one 
for C. Harrison and one for Mrs. Oliver. 
These are the names he gave the agent when 
he secured thh tickets.’’ 

The question now arises, where is Mrs. 
Oliver? Can it be that Cicero Harrison was 
foully dealt with and thrown Into the sea? Is 
the woman in the case the wife or datghter 
of the old man, or is she related to him at all? 
Has anyone been found who can identify

Wearealong way from sucha 
fiscal system, but its principles are simple 
and easily understood, and should be the 
guide of legislators who seek to meet con- 
ditions and minimize the faults of human 
government which cannot be wholly abol- 
ished. ere

Dr. Russells Wet Lag Straggle’ to 
Save the Little One. 


SECOND DAY OF THE PATIENTS ON 
TREE VIEW FARM 


Wonderful Reduction tn the Number of 
Extreme Cases— Arrangements for the 
Second Party of Mothers ond Chitdren 
Which Goes to the Camp on Monday 

' Morning—Savings on Red - Fire Show 
Donated to the Fund. 


The fate of the smallest baby in the Chil- 
Gren’s Summer Vamp on Tree View Farm is 
still uncertain. Five months of life, with 
scarcely a well day in the term, and three 
weeks of desperate iliness, do not forma 
basis for rapid recuperation, Dr. Russell, in 
his struggle to save it, cpows. that had the 
child remained in the city it would not be 
alive to-day, and to-day he knows that its 
chance of life has been increased since Mon- 
day morning. 

All ot Monday night he spent at its side 
giving at frequent intervals small quantities 
of food prepared so that it might de readily 
assimilated. The mother and an attendant 
took his plage yesterday, and last night 
— John Pearsall spent the long hours 

ere. 

Only through the tenderest and ever 
watchful care can it be saved. The mother 
has hope now, for last evening the little one 
cried for food and its shrill voice was heard 
in every quarter of the camp. 

The story of this mother and her child ts a 
common one in some quarters of St. Louis 
too common. She is still young, fs neat, at- 
tractive and capable. Her busband deserted 
her after the baby’s birth and she does not 
Know where he is now. She lives with her 
mother and sister, and as the care 
of the child has taken most of 
her time they have all had 
to depend on the earnings of the sister. Now 
and then the baby’s mother could get away 
from home to doa day’s work, but all she 
earned was needed forthe purchase of food 
and medicine for the child. 

As the milk supplied in their neighborhood 
was of very inferior quality, the doctor 
recommended condensed milk, but the baby 
did not take kindly to it. But a 
small quantity of the milk was 
retained, barely enough to maintain 
life. On Saturday the doctor told the mother 
not to bring the little one to him again. It 
must die; there was no hope. Yet there 
might be a hope ifthe Posr-Dis raren would 
take it to the Summer Camp. 

These are anxious days in the camp—not 
for the children, scarcely for the mothers, 
but to the full for Dr. Russell, the matron 
and superintendent. The mothers are so 
confident andsecure. The trees, the grass, 
the far views and the sweet air are so new to 
them, the sun has a new brightness, and they 
are learning the colors of thesky. Death 
and enduring sickness seem impossible there 
on the top of the Piasas. 

The camp has many opportunities for 
usefulness. The mothers will learn lessons 
that will be invaluable to them and to their 
children. They will learn the saving power 
of cleanliness and to distinguish between 
what foods are good for adults and what are 
good for children. 

The good that the camp is doing and can 
do is graphically presentedinthe daily re- 
ports of Dr. Russell. On Monday night at 
bed time he had on his rollsone mother and 
nine children so sick as to require constant 
care. Lastnightatthe same time the num- 
ber had been reduced to one motner and two 
children. Thirty hours’ care, the fresh air 
and food had removed seven children from 
the invalid group. As for the rest they had 
changed sallow masks for faces bright with 
color, and listlessness forunceasing activity, 
They seemed to grow so rapidly that if you 
stopped to watch them at play you noticed 
an improvement while you waited. 

There have been many visitors at the 
camp. It is quite the thing for ladies 
and gentlemen jat the hotel on 
the biaffs, the cottagers near 
by and the campers at the Chautauqua in the 
next valley to drive to Tree View Farm. They 
ana the children very curious and the moth 
ers very willing to talk of their past troubles 
and their present happiness. 

There has been no meal sincethat dinner 
on Monday equal to it, though all the com - 
pany are ready to eat at all times. They 
have a healthy hunger, but are not so raven- 
ous. 

As in all enterprises of this extent every 
thing was not in perfect readiness on the in- 
augural morning, but nearly everything has 
been done by this time and the work has all 
been systematized, 

When on Monday most of the present in- 
mates go away the new company will arrive 
and will slip into the vacated places without 
the slightest confusion and so the work 
will go on, New parties of children 
and mothers will go to the camp 
every Monday morning. They will have the

IRON MOUNTAIS. 


The Supply of Ore Exhausted and Work 
Suspended. 

FARMINGTON, Mo., July 5.—Workat Iron 
Mountain, which had been going on continu- 
ously for nearly fifty years, was virtually 
suspended last week. Two hundred and sev- 
enteen men were discharged and only forty 
or fifty were retained to clean up thie works. 
In a few weeks ail will be discharged. 

For many years Iron Mountain was the 
most important pomt in St. Francois Coun- 
ty. It was the source from which nearly all 


the money circulated in the county came. It 
gave direct employment to over 1,000 men 
and indirect business to more than twice that 
number. 

From the time of the erection of the fur- 
naces in 1845, till about 1876, smelting was 
successfully ‘and profitably carried on. Bat 
when the surrounding country became de- 
nuded of its timber and fuel became scarce 
and dear smelting operations were discon- 
tinued, and the business of the company was 
restricted to ‘‘raising’’ and shipping the ore, 
as many as 200 car loads having been shipped 
per day for months at a time. 

For a long time it was generally supposed 
that the deposit of ore was practically inex- 
haustible. But the ore is now practically 

exhausted. When the expectation of the 
owners were atthe highest point the prop- 
erty was valued at $8,000,000, and the owners 
5 ons time almost effected a sale at those 
ures. 
ith the develop ment of the lead interests 
of St. Francois County, Iron Mountain began 
to lose its comparative importance in the po- 
litical and financial affairs of the county, and 
the gradual decrease of the output of the 
mountain ore bas led people to understand 
that at some distant day the mineral would 
be exhausted, but very few were expecting 
the final wind up just at this juncture, which 
coming as it does at a time of general depres- 
sion, will cause much loss and some suffer- 
ing to the people of the county. 


COBY JACKSON KILLED. 


The Negro Orook Shot by Dairyman An- 
thony Wortman. 

**Coby’’ Jackson, a well-known police 
character, was shot and killed ats o’clock 
last night by Anthony Wortman, a dairyman, 
living at 2788 La Salle street. Jackson en- 
tered Wortman’s yard and walked toward 
thecow-shed. Wortman, who had been ly- 
ing in wait, approached him. The negro 
made a motion as if to draw a knife, and 


Wortman discharged a gun loaded with tur- 
key-shot full n Jackson's face and 
neck, killing him instantly. Wortman sent a 
member of bis family for the police, to whom 
he gave himself up, Wortman says he has 
been troubled a great deal by Jackson. Mon- 
day night he stole a bull pup which Wortman 
had previously refused to give him, and yes- 
terday he took a milk can from Wortman’s 
ard to get beer in and never returned it. 
ortman says that Jackson has been in hid- 
ing about his place for several days, 
on account ofa cutting scrape in which he 
figured, and has demanded money and 
clothes from him. The dairyman borrowed 
a gun from his neighbor yesterday afternoon 
to protect himself from Jackson and gave 
him the contents when the negro came again 
last night. Jackson was a member of a gang 
of negro thieves. In September, 1891, while 
in jail on a charge of grand larceny, he was 
struck on the head with a mop handle in the 
hands of another negro.

GETTYSBURG ASSOCIATION. 


Question of the Transfer of the Property 
to the Federal Government. 


GETTYSBURG, Pa., July 5.-—The regular 
yearly meeting of the directors of the Gettys- 
burg Battlefield Association was held here 
yesterday.
